WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP) 


—Legislation to carry out Presi- 


dent Truman’s far-reaching health 
program was introduced in Con- 
gress today. 

The bill calls for payroll-tax 
insurance to provide medical, 
hospital and dentai care for about 
120,000,000 Americans at a cost 


estimated by its sponsors to be | ‘ 


around six billion dollars a year. 

The Administration measure 
also would put into effect all the 
other phases of Truman’s pro- 
gram. Those include _ federal 
grants for medical education, 
hospital construction, public 
health services and research. The 
bill authorizes also an experi- 
mental program of federal aid to 
farmers’ health co-operatives. 

A sponsors’ statement acccim- 
panying the bill was signed by 
Senator Elbert D. Thomas (Dem.), 
Utah, chairman of the Senate 
labor and public welfare com- 
mittee; by Senators Murray, Mon- 
tana; Wagner, New York; Pepper, 
Florida; Chavez, New Mexico; 
Taylor, Idaho; McGrath, Rhode 
Island; Humphrey, Minnesota, 
and by Representatives Dingell of 
Michigan and Biemiller of Wis- 
consin, all Democrats. 

No Republican Sponsors. 

Not a single Republican’s name 
was on the list of sponsors. Some 
Republicans—as well as some 
Democrats — have branded the 
President’s national health insur- 
ance program “socialized medi- 
cine.” 

But the sponsors, in their joint 
statement, retorted that substi- 
tute “voluntary” plans backed by 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
others travel “the sure road to 
socialized medicine.” 

The backers of the President’s 
program called their payroll-tax 
plan “the tried and tested dem- 
ocratic way.” They added: “In 
fact, it is the only way we know 
of to avoid socialized medi- 
Oe cg 4” 

The sponsors of the Adminis- 
tration bill made no estimate of 
the over-all cost of the Truman 
program, nor can one be made on 
the basis of the bill itself. 

In some cases specific appro- 
priations are called for, but in 
many other cases the bill simply 
says that whatever sum Congress 
finds is necessary to carry our 
particular plans is “hereby auth- 
orized.” 

$ Pct. Payroll Tax. 

The sponsors did estimate the 
annual cost of the health insur- 
ance plan at about six billions a 
year, most of which would come 
from a 3 per cent tax on payrolls, 
split between workers and em- 
ployers. 

Federal aid for construction of 
hospitals would be doubled under 
the bill, going from the present 
$75,000,000 a year to $150,000,000. 

A program for training practi- 
cal nurses would cost $15,000,000 
annually, while $10,000,000 the first 
year and $15,000,000 each of the 
next four years would be avail- 
able to farmers’ health co-opera- 
tives.

gram would get $10,000,000 the) h

Grants and loans totaling $35,000,- 
000 the first year would be au- 
thorized to encourage doctors and 
nurses to settle in rural and 
other shortage areas. 

To push medical education, ex- 
isting medical schools would get 
$300 for each student enrolled on 
the basis of average past enroll- 
ment, plus $1700 for each student 
above that average. 

Dental schools would get $250 
and $1300 on that same basis,

Neighborhood. 


A large-scale project to im- 
Prove living conditions in the 
“Sheridan Neighborhood” de- 
scribed as one of the older, more 
deteriorated areas in the city— 
has been started by the city 
health department. 


The area, bounded by Cass ave- 
nue, Delmar boulevard, North 
Grand boulevard and Jefferson 
avenue, has from 19,000 to 20,000 
residents, almost all Negroes. The 
1940 census listed 2001 structures, 
containing 5335 dwelling units, in 
this section of the city. 

The health department’s project 
is designed to establish rat con- 
trol, eliminate outdoor privies, dis- 
courage the raising of chickens, 
rabbits and other animals in resi- 
dential sections, reduce rubbish 
accumulations and call attention 
to fire hazards. 

Conditions in the area are such 
that complete relief can be ob- 
tained only through total recon- 
struction, the health department 
said, but so long as present struc- 
tures continue to be occupied, it 
hopes to demonstrate that living 
conditions can be improved by a 
“complete clean-up and main- 
tenance of better sanitation.” 

Because rat infestation is heavy 
and more rat bites have been re- 
ported from the Sheridan neigh- 
borhood than any other area of 
the city over a period of years, 
particular emphasis is being 
placed on rat control. 

Residents are being shown the 
proper use of red squill and traps. 
Dusting with calcium cyanide has 


been started. Health department 


| inspectors are pointing out where 


rat stoppage can be effected in 
omes and buildings. 

Conditions pertaining to fire cr 
ds, which are not 
under the supervision of the 
health department, are referred 
to proper city authorities. 

The project is expected to take 
at least a year.

The Republican Aldermen met at 
1 p.m. in the aldermanic chamber 
after meeting in executive session 
in the office of Board President 
Charles E. Albanese for nearly an 
hour. Albanese said the execu- 
tive session was only to determine 
procedure at the public meeting 
of Republican board members. 

G.O.P. Claims Majority. 

They claimed a majority attend- 
ance of 15 aldermen because of 
the attendance at today’s meeting 
of Vernon G. Riehl, who, on the 
face of election returns, was de- 
feated for re-election in the Sev- 
enteenth Ward at the April 5 
municipal election. 

The split in the board resulted 
from the refusal of Republican 
board members at last Tuesday’s 
inaugural meeting of the board 
to agree to the seating of two of 
the new Democratic aldermen, 
Raymond Egan, who defeated 
Riehl in the election, and A. J. 
Cervantes, elected in the Fifteenth 
Ward, 

The Republican aldermen’s 
meeting today was brief. Alder- 
man Floyd McKinney was elected 
vice president by them, Alderman 
Charles P. McBride was named 
|Republican floor leader and three

The Republicans then adjourned 
until noon Tuesday, May 3. 

Darst’s Rebuke. 

The Republican aldermen’s 
meeting followed by but a short

GRANITE STEEL 
ORDERED TODEAL 
HITH MACHINIST 


NLRB Examiner Rules 


Firm Must Rehire Dis-, 
charged Strikers and 
Restore Seniority. 


A National Labor’ Relations 
Board trial examiner ruled today 
the Granite City Steel Co. had 


refused to bargain with the Inter- 
national Association of Machin- 
ists, an independent union, and 
had discharged about 130 ma- 
chinists unfairly. 

The trial examiner, Peter F. 
Ward, ordered the company to dis- 
continue recognition of the CIO 
Steel Workers’ Union as bargain- 
ing agent for the machine shop 
employes. Ward ordered the com- 
pany to bargain with the machin- 
ists’ union. He ordered also that 
the steel firm re-instate all ma- 
chinists who did not return to 
work after a lengthy strike and | 
make up their losses in pay. | 
They would recover their former 
seniority. 

The machinists, who walked out 
because of this issue, last Friday 
began the third year of their 
strike. The plant has been main- 
taining full production with CIO 
steel workers, 

Company Plans Appeal. 

The steel company announced 
it was studying the decision of the 
trial examiner, preparatory to tak- 
ing an appeal to the NLRB. 

Harry G. Carlson, NLRB attor- 
ney here, said the machinists’ un- 
ion represented fewer than 269 
men in the machine shop. The 
CIO Steel Workers’ Union repre- 
sented all other production em- 
ployes, nearly 3000 at the peak 
period. 

There were several disputes be- 
tween the machinists and the 


out of the work schedule, Carlson 
continued. In March and April 
1947, the machinists went on 
strike. 

Then the steel company in- 
formed the machinists that, if 
they did not return to work, they 
would be discharged, Carlson re- 
lated. Later, when the machinists 


agreed to return to their jobs, the 
company told them they would 
have to start as new employes 


Charges Discrimination. 


Then the company recognized 
the Steel Workers’ Union as bar- 
gaining agent for the machinists. 
The machinists’ union complained 
to the NLRB, charging discrim- 
ination against its members and 
alleging the company refused to 
bargain with the union. 

In 1946, a 150-day strike by 175 
machinists at Granite City steel 
made 2000 other employes idle. 
The strike ended when the ma- 
chinists accepted contract terms 


drawn up by union and company 
negotiating committees and ap- 
proved submission of the issues of 
weekend overtime pay to arbitra- 
tion. 

The contract provided for a 21- 
increase. 

Estimate of Loss. 

Company officers estimated the 
strike cost workers $3,150,000 in 
wages and the company $9,750,000 
in the loss of 150,000 tons of flat 
rolled steel. Loss to the commu- 
nity also was high. It was esti- 
mated 80 per*cent of employes’ 
wages remained in Granite City. 

Then on March 13, 1947, a three- 
man board of arbitration which 
took over the dispute that caused 
the strike ruled in favor of the 
company. The board denied, by 2- | 


to-1 vote, the strikers’ claim that | 


they were entitled to overtime 
rates for Saturday and Sunday 
work performed within a 40-hour 
week. 

The arbitration board upheld 
the company’s contention that it 
did not have the “ability to pay” 
overtime rates for regular week- 
end work. It agreed with the 
company that any award made to 


the 175 machinists who were on 
strike would also have to be 
granted to 1700 CIO steel workers, 
at a cost too great to the company 
to absorb. 

In 1947 the company filed suit 
for $186,964 damages against 165 
members of the machinists’ union 
and the union agent, charging 
they violated the Smith-Connally 
Act by striking nine days before

“A Big Story.” 

“I think it is a big story,” said 
Gen. Sir Brian Robertson, the 
British military governor, hailing 
he agreement. “I think today is 
a rather historical day, rather a 
big day in the development of re- 
lations between the Germans and 
the occupation powers.” 

Robert D. Murphy, former po- 
litical adviser to Clay, and now 
head of the United States State 
Department’ Germany - Austria 
desk, was in Frankfurt for today’s 
meeting. 

Dr. Konrad Adenauer, head of 

the Parliamentary Council which 
is drafting the constitution, an- 
nounced the meeting of minds of 
the German political leaders. He 
made the disclosure after a meet- 
ing with the three western mili- 
tary governors. 
Dr. Otto Suhr, deputy from Ber- 
lin to the Constitutional Assembly, 
told reporters the military gov- 
ernors indicated the western sec- 
tors of Berlin might be incor- 
porated into the future west Ger- 
Man state. Suhr said he did not 
think this would happen until the 
west German government had 
been built up. 

“We hope that the Berlin chair 
can be drawn up to the round 
table of the west German Bun- 
desrat (proposed upper house) as 
soon as there is one,” Suhr quoted 
one of the military governors as 
saying. 

West Made Concessions. 

Adenauer predicted enactment 
of the constitution by a large 
majority of the Council soon. 

New difficulties between the 
Social Democrats (SPD) and the 
Christian Democratic Union 
(CDU), the two leading German 
parties, had cropped up as late as 
today. 

Agreement among the western 
Germans came after concessions 
by the United States, Britain and 
France, To Allied observers, the 
German agreement came as happy 
news. The western Allies are 
pressing the Germans to get their 
government started. 

French Military Governor Gen. 
Pierre Koenig, Gen. Clay and Gen. 
Robertson of Britain were pres- 
ent in person. 

On the German side were 18 
leaders of the Bonn convention, 
which has been working on a 
constitution for eight months. 
Every west German political 
party was represented, except the 
Communists—who bitterly oppose 
any sort of west German govern- 
ment. 

The SPD has demanded strong 
powers for the central govern- 
ment. The CDU has favored de- 
centralization of power among 
strong states. 


END TO TAX ON BABY 
COSMETICS URGED 
BY REPRESENTATIVE 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP)— 
Representative Burnside (Dem.), 
West Virginia, proposed today to 
cut taxes a little through a doc- 
tor’s prescription. 

Burnside said he is intiuducing 
a bill to end the federal tax on 
baby supplies for: anybody who 
presents: (A) a doctor’s statement 
that the baby is in his care and 
(B) proof that the infant is under 
3 years old. 

This formula, he told a reporter, 
should meet previous objections 
that grown-ups would bry and use 
baby products instead of regular 
cosmetics if the 10 per cent tax 
on those for the youngsters were 
removed entirely. Furthermore 
Burnside said, it carries out one 
of his campaign promises. 

“The federal excise tax {is a 
luxury tax,” he said, “and the idea 
that babies are luxuries is silly.”

Lawrence E. May, East St. Louis 
real estate man, was found alive 
on an island in the Mississippi 
river near Elsah, Ill., today seven 
hours after he had fallen over- 
board fram his cabin cruiser, Alton 
police reported. 

Fishermen found May and noti- 
fied authorities, who called off 
a search by the Alton Volunteer 
Corps. This organization. had 
brought out grappling hooks and 
other emergency equipment. 

Mrs. Alice Welch, 3965A McDon- 
ald avenue, told the Post-Dispatch 
she and May spent yesterday 
afternoon cleaning the boat at a 
Grafton dock,“and left about 5:30 
p.m. for a cruise up the river. 
About 11:30 o’clock, she related, 
the boat apparently struck a sub- 
merged rock. 

Rudder Knocked Out. 

“There was a terrific jolt that 
broke glasses on the boat,” she 
said. “The rudder was knocked 
out and the boat wouldn’t steer. 

“In order to get me home, he 
planned to anchor the cruiser and 
use the dinghy. He went forward 
to put the anchor over the side. 
There is no railing there, and he 
apparently slipped. I heard him 
yell that he was in the water. I 
couldn’t see him, but I threw 
a life preserver in the direction 
from which his voice came.” 

At May’s direction, Mrs. Welch 
sounded the distress signal—four 
short blasts of the whistle, but no 
help came. The disabled cruiser 
drifted for six hours. Shortly be- 
fore 7 a.m. the boat drifted ashore 
near the Elsah clubhouse of Rich- 


ard Lux. He assisted Mrs. Welch 
ashore and took her in his motor- 
boat to Grafton, where authorities 
were notified and the search for 
May was organized, 

Three brothers—Adam, Boyd 
and Morse DeSherlia of Grafton— 
were fishing from a boat shortly 
before 9 o’clock this morning 
when they heard shouts from Slim 
island. They rescued May and 
took him to Elsah, where he found 
his disabled cruiser moored, 

Swerved Off Course. 


May said he was preparing to 
dock at Grafton last night when 
the lights of an automobile mo- 
mentarily blinded him and he 
swerved off course, striking a rock 
and disabling the rudder. He was 
preparing to drop the anchor when 
a wave created by a passing boat 
caused his cruiser to lurch and 
threw him overboard. 

“I’ve been on the Mississippi 
long enough to know you should 
never try to fight Old Man River,” 
he said. “Instead of exhausting 
myself trying to swim straight 
ashore, I just floated and swam 
with the current. I had heavy 
shoes on, but managed to unlace 
and kick one of the shoes off. I 


'must have floated about four miles 


before I got to the island.” 

The boat, a 33-foot cruiser called 
“The Winnie Mae,” had been laid 
up all winter at the Grafton Boat 
Works. It recently was overhauled 
and May had put it back in the 
water last Friday. 

May lives at 7317 Pershing ave- 
nue, University City. Both he and 
Mrs. Welch are divorced.

The statement was based on re- 
ports from state unemployment 
agencies. The Federal Security 
Agency said these reports “indi- 
cated job opportunities were im- 
proving.” 

It said also the number of “con- 
tinued claims” for unemployment 
| compensation, which indicate pro- 
longed layoffs, appeared to have 
“flattened out” in recent weeks. 
“Claims indicating new unem- 
ployment also have dropped,” the 
agency said. 

It reported that state unemploy- 
|Ment agencies paid out a total of 
| $371,421,000 in benefits to jobless 
'men and women during the first 
three months of the year. This 
was considerably higher than for 
the corresponding 1948 period, but 
slightly below the same three 
‘months in 1946.

Shanghai. The ships thus will be 
out of the range of Communist 
guns. The Reds shelled four British’ 
vessels in the Yangtze above 
Shanghai last week. 

United States Consul General 
John Cabot warned the 2479 
Americans in Shanghai that any 
wishing haven aboard the ships 
here should report to the consulate 
immediately. Although his an- 
nouncement did not say so, it was 
construed as the first step in 
emergency evacuation. 

At the same time, British Con- 
sul General R. W. Urquhart said 
evacuation of Britons was not 
justified by present developments. 
Officials in London announced 
that arrangements had been made 
to take 4000 British subjects from 
Shanghai whenever it was deemed 
advisable by authorities “on the 
spot.” 

Garrison Announcement.

A widespread report persisted 
that Communist troops had cap- 
tured Kashing, 53 miles south of 
Shanghai, cutting the railway to 
Hangchow.

About 9000 Packard workers who 
had been alerted for a strike start- 
ing at midnight last night were 
told by CIO United Auto Workers 
officers to report on their regular 


shifts. 


Ssettlement of assorted differ- 
ences between the company and 
union was achieved by a group of 
representatives of both sides who 
got together at 11 p.m.—an hour 
after pickets had been called for 
Wages were 


the Packard plant. 
not at issue. 


When the conferees broke up 
three hours later there was writ- 
ten agreement on 16 disputed 
points. The UAW then withdrew 
about 70 men and women pickets 
who had been marching in front 
of the plant’s four entrances for 


several hours. 


The only Packard workers af- 


fected by the brief picketing were 
200 members of a skelton night 
crew who reported for work at 
midnight but did not enter the 
plant. 

Lists Agreements. 

Ralph Urban, president of the 
Packard UAW local said manage- 
ment agreed to: 

Reinstate five of six discharged 
employes. | 

Allow the sixth to resign in- 
stead of firing him. The work- 
er was charged with falsifying 
his employment application. 

Permit members of the union 
bargaining committee to enter 
the plant with special badges. 

Investigate certain alleged 
health hazards within 60 days. 

Strike action was voted at a 
meeting of the Packard local yes- 
terday afternoon. Local officers 
decided to go ahead with the walk- 
out immediately, without waiting 
for the customary approval of the 
UAW executive board. 

A local officer explained that 
guch approval could not be grant- 
ed before Thursday, when the 
board meets, and a quick strike or 
settlement was deemed desirable 
by the union because of Packard’s 
“zolden jubilee” celebration set for 
May 1 to 3. 

Wanted Gold-Colored Cars. 

The officer said the company 
wanted a group of special gold- 
colored cars—not yet completed 
~for that occasion. The local 
therefore decided to set the 
strke time before the cars could 
be finished, the officer added, to 
strengthen its bargaining position. 

It was the gold-colored paint 
for the cars that constituted one 
of the union’s grievances and 
led to a “quickie” strike last 
week. The UAW claimed the paint 
had harmful effects on some 
workers. 

Last-minute peace talks were 
set in motion by UAW Interna- 
tional Representative Norman 
Matthews, and he and Urban 
signed the agreement for the 
union. Packard representatives 
at the conference table were C. 
Wayne Brownell, Packard indus- 
trial relations director, and Her- 
bert Watts, a member of his 
staff. 


HOG PRICES DROP 
AGAIN; $13 BELOW 
PEAK LAST SUMMER 


Hog prices at the National 
Stock Yards continued a six-week 
decline today, dropping to a top 
of $18 per 100 pounds, the lowest 
since the removal of OPA controls 
on Oct. 14, 1946. The new low 
represents a decrease of 50 cents 
per 100 pounds since Friday, $3 
since April 1, and $13 since last 
summer's record peaks. 

Today’s hog receipts were 17,500 
head, highest since last Dec. 6, 
when 18,000 were shipped. The 
East Side yards have led all other 
markets in hog receipts so far this 
year, and today’s receipts topped 
Indianapolis by 5500 head, Kansas 
City by 12,500, Omaha by 10,500, 
and almost doubled the Chicago 
total. Cattle and sheep receipts, 
however, ran far behind the three 
latter cities. Hog receipts here 
were 12,497 a week ago and 11,100 
@ year ago. 

Stockyards spokesmen attrib- 
uted the heavy shipments to pro- 
ducers’ “lack of confidence in the 
price structure,” and to the fact 
that the animals come to a mar- 
ketable condition earlier in this 
area. The decline in prices paid 
by buyers was attributed to “slow 
demand” resulting from failure of 
retailers to pass decreases along to 
housewives.

The body and un- 
opened parachute were burned, 
and the armor plate section of 
the pilot’s seat was with the body. 

Lt. Philip W. Houghton, pilot of 
the second plane, landed his dam- 
aged Mustang in a plowed field on 
the farm of August Beckemeyer, 
three-quarters of a mile northwest 
of the scene of Lt. Blest’s crash. 
The undercarriage and propeller 
of Houghton’s plane were badly 
damaged, and Houghton was 
shaken up. 

Survivor’s Story. 


“I’m unable to recall in detail 
what happened,” Houghton told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at _ the 
scene. “Lt. Blest and I were work- 
ing as a team on simulated com- 
bat tactics, using movie film in the 
gun positions, instead of ammu- 
nition. We were returning to 
Lambert Field when we spotted a 
flight of 12 Naval Reserve Cor- 
sairs. We made several passes at 
the Corsairs, and I had just turned 
away from the formation when 
Blest’s plane appeared directly 
underneath me. I think my pro- 
peller struck his engine. There 
was a jolt, and my engine quit. 
I didn’t see Blest’s plane after the 
collision, and I picked out a 
plowed field and came in for a 
belly landing.” 

Kenneth Scholl, 9703 Holtwood 
avenue, Overland, visiting on a 
farm on Hog Hollow road, said he 
watched the Navy and National 
Guard planes in simulated combat 
almost directly overhead. The 
F-51s were flying at about 2000 
feet altitude, Scholl said, when he 
saw one fighter pull up and collide 
with the other plane. When the 
bottom plane broke away it was 
on fire and trailing smoke, Scholl 
related. He got in his automobile 
and drove to the crash scene. 

Other witnesses said the burn- 
ing fighter headed toward the 
southeast. As it neared the ground, 
the plane made a sharp right turn 
and exploded. Parts of the plane 
were scattered over a wide area, 
and the pilot’s body plunged into 
an alfalfa field near the point of 
the explosion. The engine buried 
itself deep in soft ground at the 
point of impact. 

Inquest Tomorrow. 

Crash crews from the airport 
hurried to the scene, and took Lt. 
Blest’s body to St. Louis County 
Hospital. An inquest is scheduled 
for 9 a.m. tomorrow at Clayton.

He commented on the Compton 
plan at Washington University,

U.S. and Russian Views. 

On the international scene, Dr. 
Wriston was impressed by the 
great difference between the Rus- 
sian and American points of view 
on questions bearing on peace and 
war. 

“Russia doesn’t care for human 
life as Americans do,” he said. 
“We seek to protect lives by any 
necessary expenditure of material; 
Russia seeks to save material at 
whatever cost of life. That makes 
it difficult to judge whether Rus- 
sia plans war. Whether they mean 
to fight, whether they will lift the 
Berlin blockade, is all guesswork. 

“We hope satellites may break 
off as Tito’s Yugoslavia has done; 
but Russia also hopes our neigh- 
bor countries will quarrel with 
us.’

Teverbaugh, who was 49 years 
old and divorced, returned to Dupo 
Saturday night after visiting rela- 
tives in Arkansas.

Acquaintances re 
ported seeing him in _ several 
taverns. 

Investigators believe Tever- 
baugh may have picked up the 
Parma (Mo.) man in Southeast 
Missouri last Saturday, although 
they were not seen together in 
Dupo.

Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents, who were 
trailing the pair, said they found 
typewritten sum~:aries of restrict- 
ed Government documents in the 
girl’s purse. 

A grand jury in New York in- 
dicted them on charges of con- 
spiracy to commit espionage. Their 
trial, based on that indictment, is 
scheduled to start a week from 
today in New York. 

The New York charge against 
Miss Coplon carries a_ possible 
maximum penalty of 35 years in 
jail and a $20,000 fine. 

Miss Coplon’s trial here results 
from a later indictment by a grand 
jury in the District of Columbia. 
Her attorney asked that she be 
tried here first. She is at liberty 
under $30,000 bond in the two ac- 
tions.

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WIDOWS SON SAYS 
HE KILLED BOTH 
{ONELY CLUB MEN 


Signs Statement Chang- 
ing Story That Mother 
Shot One of Suitors in 
Delaware Case. 


DOVER, Del., April 25 (AP)— 
Fifteen-year-old Robert Brennan 
has signed a statement that he 
shot and killed both victims in 
Delaware’s lonely hearts. case, 
State Police Cant. Frederick K. 
Lamb disclosed last night. 

State police previously said 
young Brennan signed a state- 
ment in which he said he killed 
Wade N. Wooldridge, 67, of Bed- 
ford, Va. but that his mother, 
Mrs. Inez Brennan, 45-year-old 
divorcee, fired the shot that took 
the life of Hugo Schulz, 61, Con- 
cord, N.H. 

Capt. Lamb said last night Rob- 
ert Brennan’s new statement was 
signed after the youth had been 
reunited with his mother and two 
brothers, Raymond, 23, and 
George, 17, for the first time since 
their arrest. 

When the two killings first were 
disclosed, state police said the 
bodies of Wooldridge and Schulz 
had been buried in a pigsty on 
the Brennan farm near here, later 
dug up, burned and the remains 
scattered on a city dump. 

Col. Herbert E. Barnes, state 
police commandant who is head- 
ing the investigation on the case, 
said Mrs. Brennan met both Wool- 
dridge and Schulz through a se- 
ries of lonely hearts letters and 
added that robbery apparently 
Was the motive in the murders. 

Mrs. Brennan and Robert have 
been charged with murder in the 
death of Wooldridge while George 
—an Air Force recruit flown here 
Saturday from his base in Texas— 
and Raymond have been charged 
with being accessory after the 
fact of murder in Wooldridge’s 
death. 

Capt. Lamb said that George 
Brennan signed a statement after 
last night’s reunion in which he 
said Robert’s latest version of the 
killings was the correct one. 

Barnes said that George, after 
he had been returned to Dover, 
told him his mother “is a very 
smart woman” and that “she real- 
ly know how to convince you.” 

The state police official also 
said George told him Mrs. Bren- 
nan had very strong persuasive 
powers over himself and Raymond 
and “could get Robert to do al- 
most anything.” 

The police said that George told 
them that Robert wounded a neigh- 
bor, Mrs. Bessie Watkins, by fir- 
ing a .22-caiiber bullet through a 
screen uoor of her home in Lin- 
denwood June 6, 1947. 

George said in his statement, 
authorities reported, that Robert 
—then 13—fired the bullet with 
the idea of killing Mrs. Watkins 
and robbing her. 

George A. Dether, 74-year-old 
former husband of Mrs. Brennan 
is come here tomorrow from Da- 
mascus, Va., to tell state police 
“some very important things.” Po- 
lice Col. Herbert E. Barnes said 
Dether told him he “doesn’t want 
to blame the kids.”

And the leading female character, 
Blanche DuBois, who happens to be of 
French extraction, is certainly no heroine 
in the conventional sense. She just is 
unable to adapt herself to reality and 
face the facts of life (partly due to her 
own weakness and partly to circum- 
stances over which she had no control) 
and finds herself “trapped,” as she puts 
it, as most all of us find ourselves 
trapped by life and circumstances to a 
greater or lesser degree. 

The author isn’t praising ahyone or 
blaming anyone.

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Needed—More Doctors 


With President Truman’s health program be- 
fore Congress, the question is less whether every- 
body should have such protection, than how soon 
it can reasonably be offered. 

‘The one truly valuable lesson in the British 
experiment lies in the large number of persons 
who suddenly poured into the doctors’ offices. 
That some of these had purely imaginary ill- 
nesses 1s hardly to the point. The private prac- 
titioner also knows hypochondriacs for whom he 
prescribes a little pink sugar water. 

It is obvious that the immediate start of a gen- 
eral health insurance plan in this country also 
would show up a serious shortage of doctors. 
That, however, is no excuse for continuing the 
present system. It is both heartless and eco- 
nomically unwise to continue to neglect large 
numbers of citizens simply because facilities for 


. their care are lacking. 


Those who argue against change because of 
the strain which would be put on doctors and 
hospitals are, to put it mildly, undemocratic. 
They would divide the nation into an elite as- 
sured of good medical care and a mass of peo- 
ple condemned to make the best of patent medi- 
cines, old wives’ remedies and—in the cities— 
occasional visits to a free clinic. Such a sit- 
uation runs against every American instinct of 
decency. It must be corrected. 

Unfortunately, it cannot be done overnight. 
For decades, our medical schools have failed 
sadly to keep pact with the increase in popula- 
tion. The President’s proposal recognizes this. 
So do the other suggestions before Congress. Un- 
doubtedly, medical schools and hospital facili- 
ties must be expanded with federal aid. 

The Administration recognizes that there must 
be a lag between the enactment of an insurance 
plan and the date on which it can go into effect. 
But it hardly allows enough time for this. It 
takes four years in medical school and at least 
one year as an interne to train a doctor. That 
is the very minimum. Further, medical schools 
cannot be expanded overnight. So it is under- 
standable that Federal Security Administrator 
Oscar Ewing should have talked in terms of a 
10-year program. Desirable as it may be to 
speed this up, it may well be asked whether the 
time can be cut down as much as the Adminis- 
tration seems to believe. 

This is a matter of detai]. Like other aspects 
of the program, it can be intelligently modified 
by the Congress. It must not, however, be taken 
as an excuse for rejecting the proposal in toto. 
Despite the arguments of the selfish and the 
short-sighted, a real need must be met—and as 
soon as possible. If this Congress does not act, 
another one will. So it is to be hoped that the 
men on Capitol Hill will rise abve the emotion- 
alism which has been injected into this issue. 
It is to be hoped that they will adopt a really 
workable plan. 
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Democracy’s Trustees in China 

As the Communists cross over the Yangtse 
into southern China, occupy Nanking and pass 
Shanghai, they find that Chiang Kai-shek’s mis- 
takes have smoothed their way for them in 
more respects than one. There is no political 
party to lead, above ground or under, a move- 
ment of democracy in clear contrast with Com- 
munism. Chiang saw to that, inadvertently. 

Parties like the Democratic League and the 
liberal element of his own Kuomintang, or Na- 
tionalist party, have been driven into the arms 
of the Communists, not by any love of that doc- 
trine or its leaders, but by opposition to Chiang 
Kai-shek. The power they once might have had 
to press democratic ideas upon their country 
was weakened by the Generalissimo’s suppres- 
sion and by the killing of many of their leaders. 

So the flame of democracy burns low, and gut- 
ters in the wind from the north, as the legions 
of Mao Tze-tung take over. It is in the hands, 
moreover, of Chinese liberal leaders who pre- 
fer the Communists to Chiarfg Kai-shek’s regime. 
This is so partly because the United States did 
not learn in time that totalitarianism cannot 
lead to free government. It will be fuel for the 
flame if Americans have learned now. 
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A Radio Voice to Keep 


Since Radio Munich was returned to the Ger- 
mans, only one major radio station so near the 
Iron Curtain has remained in American hands. 
This is Station RIAS in Berlin, which is, of 
course, actually within the Russian orbit. , Sta- 
tion RIAS, therefore, is of great importance to 
the efforts of the United States, through the 
Voice of America broadcasts, to tell the story. of 
democratic aims and hopes to eastern Europe. 

Yet this outpost for our ideals is now about to 
be lost to us. That is the probable consequence 
of a new occupation policy. This is because the 
retrenchment in military government does not 
allow for the continuation of three Americans 
as supervisors of the 600 Germans who operate 
the station or for an annual expense charge of 
$4,500,000 as a cost of occupation. 

Here is one of thpse matters which cannot be 
decided by a general rule. Obviously it is folly 
to spend many millions on the Voice of America 
program only to deprive the broadcasts of vital 
outlets such as this one in Berlin. The Voice of 
America costs little compared with the vast 
sums which are going into the arms program. 
The cost of the Berlin broadcasting station is no 
cost at all when seen in those terms. 

If the Russians were trying to push us out of 
this important radio facility, we would be firm 
in standing our ground. We should be just as 
resolute in holding it against the application of 
a military government directive which has not 
calculated its damage to the positive, construc- 
tive side of our efforts in Europe. 
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Small-Loaners’ Fantasy 

Beaten in an attempt to pass extortionate in- 
terest rates through the Missouri House, the 
small-loan lobby is engaged in a fantastic ef- 
fort to win by indirection. It wants to repeal 
the provision of the 1945 Constitution which 
says that all kinds of lenders must operate un- 
der the same interest-rate ceilings. The lobby’s 
stooges hold out the bait that this will break 
the three-year deadlock that has kept the Leg- 
islature from passing an interest-rate law. The 
Constitutional Amendments Committee has taken 
the bait and approved a repeal amendment. 

We agree with the lenders that the constitu- 
tional provision has precipitated the deadlock, 
but let us finish the thought, adding the- part 
they carefully leave unsaid. The provision was 
designed to break a stranglehold which the 
small-loan companies had on the Legislature, 
and it has accomplished the purpose. The idea 
in wanting to repeal it is that the old small- 
loan rate of 30 per cent a year could then be 
restored. And 30 per cent would be legalized 
usury, and this “‘solution” of the problem would 
be far worse than the deadlock. 

Fortunately, it is possible to mark this move 


as a clinical specimen rather than as a genuine 
threat. It did come through a committee, but 
it was a weak committee whose members seem 
to have been chosen to rubber-stamp the “meat 
hound” conservation bill. The House as a whole 
has taken all but the last step on a reasonable 
18 per cent interest rate. Surely the members 
will not be misled by the lenders’ desperate 
maneuver to make hash of their good work. 
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The Mayor’s Fair Move 


Mayor Darst acted fairly and above partisan- 
ship in his move to break the tie-up in the 
Board of Aldermen. To resolve what seems to 
be almost solely a partisan struggle for con- 
trol, the new Mayor called a meeting of four 
Republican members and four Democrats. These 
members are:

These members of the Board of Aldermen, 
meeting with Mayor Darst, can and, if they have 
any regard for the reputation and dignity of 
St. Louis, will take the steps necessary to end 
the unseemly deadlock which has now existed for 
almost a week. 

It is of relatively small consequence which 
party controls the Board of Aldermen. As has 
been said a thousand times, there is no Demo- 
cratic way of paving a street nor a Republican 
way of laying a sewer. National party labels 
have scant if any relation to municipal adminis- 
tration. 

But it is a matter of prime concern that the 
City of St. Louis not be made ridiculous by the 
spectacle of two rival aldermanic boards—split 
on party lines. 

The controversy is not an involved one at all. 
It is based on the claim of two defeated alder- 
manic nominees that their announced wuccessors 
are not entitled to take their seats. These claims 
concern matters of fact which are readily enough 
determined. Let them be so determined by the 
proper authorities. 

The members ‘called to the special meeting by 
the new Mayor can have only one proper desire 
and that is to see the partisan struggle ended 
in the light of the true facts. Not until that is 
done can the new City Administration get down 
to the serious matters of the budget and other 
pressing business before it. 

Mayor Darst’s tenure begins with an ugly 
problem not in any way the new executive’s 
making. He has, we believe, the understanding 
of the citizens. For his move to bring a settle- 
ment he has also the community’s appreciation. 
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The Windmill That Isn’t There 


The Communist hunt to which the University 
of Chicago and Roosevelt college have been sub- 
jected results in the disclosure that few Com- 
munists are there and that they have been en- 
rolled to teach them democracy. 


These “revelations” present the institutions in 
an exceedingly favorable light. Unfortunately, 
not as much can be said for the Seditious Ac- 
tivities Investigation Commission of the Illinois 
Legislature, which conducted the search. 

All too obviously, the commission made the 
investigation as an act of revenge. Supporters 
of the Broyles anti-Communism bills who were 
booed by students recently were striking back at 
the same level. “Boo to you, too,” they said. 

The investigators showed a petty and vindic- 
tive spirit in making the investigation in the first 
place. It is an evident fact that they have found 
nothing worth the trouble. . 

An adviser to the old House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, J. B. Matthews, virtual- 
ly admitted as much in private conversation. 
When he was asked to extend his conclusion into 
a public statement he hid in the vague jargon 
of the Un-American Activities Committee. 

Altogether it is a super-quixotic performance. 
consisting of tilting at a windmill that isn’t 
there. The legislators who are responsible for 
it have failed to smirch the names of the two 
Chicago institutions, but they are completely 
successful in demonstrating how nervous and 
jittery and small they themselves can be. 
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To Tell Missouri’s Story 
Our Mirror of Public Opinion today calls the 
Missouri Legislature’s attention to a matter 
which deserves the attention of a people mind- 
ful of its heritage. 


Charles van Ravenswaay, director of the Mis- 
souri Historical Society, is entirely right when 
he points out that this state has been so neglect- 
ful of historic and architecturally interesting 
buildings and sites that all too little of this 
treasure remains. But the obligation now is to 
preserve that which can still be saved. How is 
set forth in Mr. van Ravenswaay’s letter. 

Missourians who know what has been done in 
many other states to make their rich past live 
for posterity will surely find ways and means to 
support this modest proposal. For Missouri has 
a story of life and color and richness that ranks 
with those of states much older. One good way 
to show that we realize it is to care for those 
reminders that we can still preserve.

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Toward Belated Fairness in Housing 

Getting the public housing and slum clearance 
bill through the House in Washington will still 
be a battle, but the outlook is far happier than 
it was last year. Last year, the House was never 
allowed the pzivilege of voting on the issue. This 
year, the Rules Committee no longer has the 
power to pull such a trick even if it were dis- 
posed to do so. Therefore, Congressman Wol- 
cott, former chairman of the Banking Commit- 
tee and the real estate lobby’s No. 1 man in 
the House, thinks the bill will pass. 


“It still looks like Socialism to me,” says Mr. 
Wolcott. The House debate will bring out a 
great deal of such talk, but most members must 
be mindful that it is pretty silly after one Con- 
gress after another has voted vast socialistic 
subsidies to the private housing industry. No 
doubt the effort to embroil the bill in a squab- 
ble over racial segregation will be tried in the 
House, but surely the. House will show as good 
sense as the Senate did in rejecting such fakery. 


It has been 12 years since Congress author- 
ized a small program of public housing, and 
meanwhile one Congress after another has taken 
the country hundreds of millions of dollars deep- 
er into handouts for private housing. It is no 
more than belated justice to low-income, mis- 
erably housed people, and to the nation’s slum- 
ridden cities, that the new program be speedily 
inaugurated to correct this one-sidedness.

Missouri Neglects Its Heritage 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


One by one, the state’s historic landmarks fall to the ravages of time 
and man; historian cites instances; says legislation to preserve them 
will fail unless people show that they care; urges “conscientious” 
citizens to write their Senators, Representatives in the Legislature. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


For years writers have pointed out Mis- 
souri’s unique place in American history as 
the “Mother of the West.” 


The buildings in which our distinguished 

pioneers lived and worked and helped make 
American history, provide a tangible link 
between the past and the present. In ad- 
dition, many of these surviving buildings 
are architecturally 
significant, ranging 
from the French and 
German medieval- 
type houses of Ste. 
Genevieve and Alten- 
burg, to the first sky- 
scraper, the Wain- 
wright Building in 
St. Louis. 


Through neglect 
and public indiffer- 
ence, most of our 
historic buildings 
have been destroyed. 
Some have been pre- 
served, but only a 
few of the others still 
privately owned will survive unless they 
become public property and are maintained 
as a public trust. 


Ma states have long had such a pro- 
gram but Missouri has been indifferent to 
this need. Even such metropolitan areas 
as St. Louis have made no serious effort 
to stem this destruction, and St. Louis to- 
day probably has’ fewer historical build- 
ings remaining than any other city of com- 
parative historical importance. 


Only a few years ago, the handsome Col. 
John W. Johnson house stood near the 
American Theater in St. Louis. It had been 
built by a famed Indian agent, fur-trader 
and early St. Louis mayor. Today, a park- 
ing lot marks its site. The fate of the Roy 
house and the National Hotel, despite the 
efforts of groups to save them, is well 
known. 


Throughout Missouri the situation is 
much the same, particularly in the rural 
districts. When I last saw the great classic 
portico of “Multnomah,” the home of fur- 
trader Gen. John Dougherty near Liberty, 
it was crumbling to pieces. 


Only recently, the Perry house in Potosi, 
built in 1808 with carved mantels and a 
fan-light doorway and associated with the 
Austins of Missouri and Texas fame, was 
destroyed. 

I have not had the courage to learn the 
fate of the unique Woods-Holman house 
near Caledonia with its pine-sheathed walls 
and exposed beamed ceilings, built in 1815. 
“Rivercene,” a famed steamboat captain's 
mansion, recently stripped of its original 
furnishings, is now sinking into hopeless 
decay. Without a protest from any quar- 
ter, the 1816 William Carson log cabin in 
Howard county, associated with the child- 
hood of Kit Carson, was pulled down for 
firewood. 

Some residents of Missouri have been

struggling valiantly to prevent such de- 
struction. Newspapers, groups and organi- 
zations interested in developing Missouri as 
a tourist center, patriotic and civic organ- 
izations, have all expressed the need for 
an historical conservation program, stress- 
ing the commercial and educational value 
of developed historic sites, as well as the 
patriotic. 


But the interest of these individuals and 
groups has not been enough. It takes wide- 
spread public action, and the average Mis- 
sourian has been prone to shrug off civic 
responsibility in this connection with the 
comment, “They should do something about 
it.” 


It is no idle phrase to warn that “tomor- 
row will be too late.” Another generation 
is likely to find virtually nothing left to 
mark the development of the state and its 
contributions to the growth of the na- 
tion. Nothing, that is, save a few markers, 
symbols of “too little and too late,” and 
of a generation’s refusal to honor its own 
heritage. 

There is a direct way, with public sup- 
port, to stem this wave of needless de- 
struction. A clause in Missouri’s 1945 Con- 
stitution makes possible the writing of a 


far-sighted historical conservation bill more : 


generous than that boasted by any other 
state. 


Two years ago, the Missouri Historical 
Monuments Association, headed by Strat- 
ford Lee Morton, was formed by repre- 
sentative Missourians, to sponsor introduc- 
tion in the Legislature of a bill to set up 
an historic sites and buildings commission 
under the terms of this constitutional pro- 
vision. This bill called for a non-partisan, 
non-salaried commission to direct a state- 
wide survey of existing historical struc- 
tures and important archaeological sites, 
and on the basis of this survey, to develop 
a conservation program. 

The measure failed of passage, thanks to 
the same public aloofness which has per- 
mitted most of Missouri’s historic build- 
ings to be destroyed. 


Now there is opportunity again for the 
passage of such urgently-needed legisla- 
tion. The Monuments Association is ac- 
tively campaigning for appropriate action 
in the current session of the Legislature. 
The society of which I am director is whole- 
heartedly supporting the association’s pro- 
gram. But how soon the needed legisla- 
tion is obtained depends, as always, upon 
public support. Otherwise, by default, the 
program will be one of destruction and 
n6t of conservation. 

Here is a challenge which I believe should 
send every conscientious citizen reaching 
for his favorite means of communication, 
to inform his State Senator and Repre- 
sentative that the people of Missouri wish 
their heritage properly honored and pre- 
served.

Prosperous Peanuts 


From the Atlanta Constitution 


The word “peanuts” no longer can be 
used appropriately as a synonym for small, 
insignificant sums of money. The peanut 
industry now has developed into a $100,000,- 
000-a-year business in Georgia alone. And 
it all has come about within the last few 
years. 

Peanuts are a valuable source of vege- 
table oils. They are highly nutritious, and 
the late Dr. George Washington Carver of 
Tuskegee Institute, who had a great deal to 
do with putting the peanut in the big 
money class, frequently said no single food 
was superior. . 

Georgia farmers last year raised more 
than $80,000,000 worth of peanuts. And the 
shelling and processing of peanuts has 
grown to considerable proportions. 

A big export trade in peanuts has been 


* 
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built up in recent years. Great Britain and 
couatries of the Continent have been using 
great quantities to supply vegetable fats, 
which have been severely lacking since the 
war. The regional United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce office reports that twice 
as many peanuts from the Southeast were 
exported last year as in 1947. 

There are, it is true, disturbing signs on 
the horizon. Britain is developing vast pea- 
nut plantations in Africa which may in the 
future adversely affect our export trade. 
It remains to be seen, however, whether th- 
experiment proves successful. 

Peanuts have taken a leading place in 
the farm economy of Georgia and the 
Southeast. And there’s no indication, for 
the present, at least, that the crop will re- 
turn to the small-change status 


Between Book Ends. 


A Strictly English Father 


ANOTHER SUN, ANOTHER HOME, by Rupert Croft- 

Cooke. (Henry Holt & Co., 240 pgs., $3.) 

A previous novel by Rupert Croft-Cooke, 
the very funny “Miss Allick,” did not re- 
ceive the attention in America that it prob- 
ably deserved, As a portrait of a female 
novelist who, no matter what the literary 
trend of the moment, always managed to 
make her latest a best seller, it was a 
clever combination of literate fun and. 
sharp social commentary. With Mr. Croft- 
Cooke’s newest novel, readers of his previ- 
ous book will doubtless wonder if he has 
done it again. The answer is that he hasn’t, 
not by a long shot. He hasn’t even tried. 

Miss Allick, despite the fact that she was 
as Engish, in her way, as Winston Chur- 
chill or Queen Elizabeth, was something 
of a universal figure. In “Another Sun, 
Another Home,” Mr. Croft-Cooke has made 
no effort to write of an international] soul 
or even of a universal theme. Though it 
is the story of Colonel Richard Wilkes, a 
father trying desperately to understand his 
son, Wilkes is strictly an English father 
and the son is obviously no product of a 
St. Louis high school. 

The secondary problem of the book 
arises out of the difficulty that Colonel 
Wilkes, on his return from years of serv- 
ice with the British Army in India, has 
in adjusting to the England of today— 
an England that is, of course, vastly 
changed from the lord-in-the-manor and 
grateful-serf country which he had known. 
It’s an interesting problem handled in an 

imaginative manner, 
but it, too, is funda- 
mentally an English 
problem. 

For the foregoing 
reasons this novel 
will probably cause 
even less of a stir 
in America than did 
“Miss Allick.” Should 
this be the case, it 
will be unfortunate, 
because “Another 
Sun, Another Home” 
is uniformly excel- 
lent. It is not as 

’ funny as “Miss Al- 
Cont-Coate lick,” but it is still 
a witty book, and its social summings-up 
are often razor sharp. Richard Wilkes is 
a likable person and he is sympathetically 
drawn. The same can be said for his son. 
The author’s style is neat, clean and ex- 
ceedingly readable. The novel, on the whole, 
is a thoroughly engrossing book. How its 
two problems are resolved should be left 
for the reader to discover. R. F. MINBS.

Betty Cavanna has written her most in- 
spiring teen-age story to date.

Peter accepts her as a stu- 
dent painter. Hunt (who is the only real 
character in the book) urges Kate to be as 
originally creative as possible. As she 
paints cherubs on old chests and tables 
and as the quaintness of Provincetown 
gets its hold on her, she loses her self- 
consciousness and soon becomes one of 
“the gang.” What's more, after a dramatic 
infatuation with a colorful Portuguese fish- 
erman, Kate finds a more comfortable com- 
panion in another art student, Bill Ed- 
mond. Not only teen-agers will be en- 
grossed with this story—all lovers of peas- 
ant art will be interested in the factual 
background.

THE WELL OF THE PAST, by Charles Norman.

AFL AND CIO CIGAR

organs appeared to be overly agi- 
tated at the prospect that the 
Labor Government might nation- 
alize the water supply systems, 
minerals, the meat industry and 
sugar manufacturing, as promised 
in the party’s new five-year plan.

The meat, sugar and cement 
industries are known to be more 
or less monopolistic and little re- 
gret was registered in serious in- 
dustrial quarters that these might 
become public enterprises. In any 
case, Cripps made it clear that 
the Labor Government has no ir- 
tention of compressing industry 
and private enterprise generally 
into the “straight-jacket” of au- 
thoritarian Socialism. 

Insurance Firms Backed. 

Some objections were raised by 
the Economist and others to the 


prospect that two big industrial 
insurance companies might be 
nationalized. These companies are 
among the wealthiest in the world. 
They write disability policies on 
industrial workers. Their func- 
tions largely duplicate those of the 
state unemployment and accident 
insurance services but according 
to: reliable government sources, 
are highly thought of by the work- 
er customers who for a few pen- 
nies a week, get extra benefits. 
There probably will be consider- 
able worker resistance to national- 
izing those insurance companies at 
the party congress at Blackpool 
next June. 

Labor party officials indicated 
that the nationalization program 
as announced in the manifesto, a 
windy document full of generali-

Whether Morrison and_ Cripps, 
rather than Aneurin Bevan, will 
prevail at Black pool come Whit- 
suntide remains to be seen.

It will also depend, however, on 
the political climate in the West. 
If that climate is unfavorable, it 
is unlikely that Britain, whose 
economic destiny is linked to that 
of capitalist America and will 
continue to be long after Marshall 
aid ends, will push ahead too far 
and too fast toward Socialism. 
‘In any case, Cripps is too good 
an economist to want to destroy 
a profit system merely to replace 
it with a loss system. Also, he is 
a far more astute politician than 
he is generally given credit for. 
His prestige and popularity among 
the several million independent 
voters who, all else being equal, 
decide British general elections 
are growing daily, much more 
than the Conservatives who were 
bound to hail his financial policies 
as “sound and realistic” care to 
admit. 


There is no doubt whatever that | 


‘that, at this stage of the political 


Winston Churchill, titular leader 
of the Conservative party, remains 
the most popular and in some 
ways the most powerful figure in 
England. But it is equally clear

The F.O.B. Headache. 

The buyers’ market is closing in 
on both steel companies and the 
union. Once again, the sales man- 
agers of the large corporations 
are busy—mapping out campaigns 
to grab off more than their share 
of available business. And f.o.b. 
pricing of steel calls for new Sstrat- 
egy. Formerly, all steel went to 
large consuming centers like New 
York, Philadelphia, or Cincinnati 
at a set price. The company that 
didn’t meet the price was auto- 
matically out of the market. Now, 
those producers nearest consum- 
ing centers have a price advant- 
age that could amount to a mo- 
nopoly. Tonnage from other pro- 
ducers can enter only when the 
local or nearby concerns are ex- 
hausted. 

How long this system can last 
—in a buyers’ market—is a moot 
question. U. S. Steel claims it is 
legally bound by the f.o.b. meth- 
od. But if it loses too much 
business, say, in the New York 
or Philadelphia market, to Beth- 
lehem, and the only way it can 
compete is to absorb freight, 
conceivably the sales staff may 
be able to convince the legal 
staff that there is flexibility in 
all things, including interpreta- 
tion of a Supreme Court de- 
cision. But at the moment, U. S. 
Steel says, “No, not with triple 
damages staring at us if we do.” 

Though Pittsburgh is enveloped 
by doubt, it isn’t gloomy. Gwilym 
Price, president, told Westing- 
house shareholders: 

“The market for autos, house- 
hold appliances and other con- 
sumer goods has returned to a 
seasonal pattern. This has led to 
overly pessimistic views on the 
part of some who have forgotten 
this condition is normal.” 

Nevertheless, the heads of the 
big companies have asked sales 
managers for the slightest sign 
that orders are picking up. 

And trade reports are scanned 
avidly. What happened in lead 
was looked on pleasurably. The 
cut in price from 21% cents to 15 
cénts a pound brought in a few 
orders.

the services offered by various 
hospitals in any single area. 

Furthermore, each American’s 
bill for medical service would be 
related to his income, because 
premiums would be a percentage 
of income, not the flat rates 
charged by voluntary insurance 
plans. 

Indirectly, national health insur- 
ance would help distribute profes- 
sional personnel and facilities more 
evenly throughout the United 
States, advocates think. Whereas 
New York state has one doctor 
for each 500 persons, the ratio in 
Mississippi is 1 to 1500. Advocates 
think that if doctors could be sure 
of adequate compensation for rural 
practice, the drift to the’ cities 
would be halted and some doctors 
‘would go back to rural areas. 

Interpretation of Election. 

In his propaganda campaign for 
national health insurance, Ewing 
has insisted that the scheme 
would change only the method of | 
payment for medical care, and has 
read into the results of the Presi- 
dential election last November a | 
popular mandate for the plan. 
“The plain people of this nation 
want national health insurance,” | 
he said recently. “They need it 
and they intend to have it.” 

Doctor critics doubt that very 
many of the votes cast for Presi- 
dent Truman were votes for na- 
tional health insurance, and they 
say that a lot more than the sys- 
tem of payment would be changed; 
whether directly or indirectly. 
They are afraid that Ewing is 
trying to ride rough-shod over 
them, pointing as an example to 
a question he asked in a recent 
speech: 

“Which is more important,” Ew- 
ing asked, “the personal, business | 
and professional interests of some 
180,000 to 190,000 practicing physi- | 
cians in this country or the health 
and well-being of some 68,000,000 
of our population who cannot pos- 
sibly afford to pay the fees for 
adequate medical services? Until 
we have a decisive answer to this 
question we shall get nowhere.” | 

The American Dental Associa- | 
tion, the American Hospital As- 
sociation, the Catholic Hospital | 
Association, nurses and other pro- 
fessional groups have joined the 
A.M.A. in opposing the plan. Many 
members of Congress also are op- | 
posed, principally because they ob- | 
ject to extension of governmental 
paternalism. 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New

“But, do you scientists really 
have any exact data to show that 
cigarette smoking by expectant 
mothers will injure the develop- 
ment of their unborn babies?”

THERE IS no clear-cut evidence 
to prove that the cigarette habit of 
the expectant mother will make her 
baby insane, if that is what Flossie 
ag € As afraid of. On the other hand, 
there is no clear-cut evidence t6 prove that her use of tobaeco 
may not exercise injurious effects on the unborn baby. 

Children differ from adults in that they are developing 
or growing, whereas we grown-ups are simply coasting along, 
eating foods to replenish what we have broken down in 
bodily. tissues. And the state of most rapid development in 
our entire life-da during the nine months in the womb. Be- 
cause the baby is then so. tiny, and because his organs and 
brain are so sensitive, it is quite possible that a drug which 
would not jeopardize an adult, could cause permanent injury 
to the child.

ALTHOUGH many physicians who smoke, will glibly deny 
the injurious effects of tobacco on adults, they almost in- 
variably reduce the tobacco intake of tbeir patients with 
heart trouble. 

We know, too, that smoking causes a marked spasm of 
the vessels in the hands and feet, and we think it may be one 
of the factors in high blood pressure. 

Because tobacco is not a natural food, but belongs in 
the category of habit-forming drugs, and because we know it 
has definitely injuricus medical effects even on adults, we 
advise expectant mothers to stay away from it.

Bar Association Behind Plan That Has Been Successful Elsewhere 


By Clarissa Start 


HEN a person has a tooth- 
W acne he usually goes to a 

dentist. When he has some 
other type of physical complaint, 
whether major or minor malady, 
he hunts out a doctor. But in 
many instances, when the same 
man has a possible legal question, 
he either muddles through by 
himself or takes the advice of a 
neighbor whose wife’s brother had 
the same problem. For some rea- 
son or other, the public, educated 
from childhood to “Our friend, the 
policeman,” and, “See your dentist 
twice a year,” tends to stay away 
from the lawyer except in cases 
of divorce or disaster. Very often 
when they stay away too long, the 
latter results. 

The reason for their reluctance 
is simple. The lawyer-shy layman 
either doesn’t know an attorney 
or is afraid his services will be 
too costly. As an answer to both 
these reasons, the St. Louis Bar 
Association is starting the Law- 
yers’ Reference Service, where, for 
a fee of $1, a person who thinks 
he has a legal problem may be 
advised of it and, if necessary, 
referred to a lawyer.

Some of the cases unearthed 
by the Chicago service are of the 
type even a lawyer with a gold 
plated briefcase would be happy 
to nab. For example, one day an 
Indian wandered into the office 
with a long story about oil lands 
in Oklahoma to which he thought 
he was entitled. While the story 
had a certain ring of firewater 
fatigue or delusions of grandeur, 
the lawyer in charge decided it 
had enough of an aura of truth 
to make it worth a referral. It 
developed that the man was en- 
titled to oil lands worth $250,000, 
and that, under the statute of 
limitations, his title had almost 


expired.

“In fact you can’t deal with any 
type of property, real or personal, 
these days, without needing legal 
advice,” Metcalfe points out. 

In addition to every-day trans- 
actions, Many persons get into 
situations in which they may be 
“smooth talked” out of their right- 
ful possessions. 

“As an example of that,” 
Metcalfe said, “a salesman came 
in while I was visiting the Chicago 
office and told his story. He had 
been working on commission, had 
a better offer, and left his job. 
His former employer told him he 
had forfeited his right to all ac- 
crued commissions up to that 
time. The salesman was almost 
convinced but consulted the ref- 
erence service first and was, of 
course, sent to a lawyer.” 

Not designed to be in conflict 
in any way with the Free Legal 
Aid Bureau, the Lawyers Refer- 
ence Service will send indigent 
persons to that bureau or to the 
Public Defender. Their service is 


intended to be, not a charity one, 
but. one with fees geared to the 
middle-class income. A person in 
need of advice will pay $3 for a 
half-hour consultation, $5 for an 
hour. Should his case require 
further action, the charge will be 
set by the attorney to whom he 
is referred.

The Secrets of a Woman's Charm

OST people like to talk. It’s 
Me exercise that brings many 
people their greatest pleasure. 
If you can get pleasure out of 
talking and give others pleasure 
at the same time, you are one of 
those rare and especially blessed 
persons known as a good conver- 
sationalist! And your rating as a 
charmer will stack right up in 
the higher brackets in any group. 

It’s been said that when it comes 
to conversation there are just three 


kinds of people: Those who talk 


about ideas; those who talk about 


- “things”; and those who talk about 
people. 


If you fall into the first group, 
you are already well on your way 
toward being known as a good con- 
versationalist. If you fall into the 
second group, probably you are 
concentrating too much on money, 
possessions and clothes — and you 
are running the risk of becoming 
tagged as a conversational bore.

I would so much 
rather be with her until my husband sends for me. But how 
can I manage this without making my husband and his fam- 
fly feel hurt and angry? The apartment is small, Mother has 
a large, old-fashioned house and a big shady lawn and porch. 
These and the country air would be so good for my baby. 

What do you think I should do? MRS. D. 


It seems to me the very things you have suggested will 
make the best possible reasons for moving to your mother’s 
home. The amount of room, the shady yard should be a won- 
derful “out” for you. Warm weather is coming on and you 
would be able to leave the child outdoors safely on that large 
porch and let it drink in the sunshine. You will have to be 
tactful about managing this, of course. Explain to your in- 
laws that you feel you and the baby are crowding them very 
much, that your mother has more space and in addition has 
the large yard which your doctor tells you would be the best 
place possible for the baby now that warm weather will soon 
be here. Make the same explanation to your husband. In ad- 
dition you might tell his family that your mother does so much 
want to be with the baby a few weeks before you leave this 
part of the country.

People too busy earning a living to feed their 
children and keep a roof over their heads know nothing 
about what goes on in the schools; they go on trusting and 
their trust is too often betrayed. 

I want what Dr. John Dewey wants: “The best schoo] that 
the best people in the country want for their children.” Our 
children and their parents are entitled to that school. Our 
society has been organized so that the care and training of 
our children rests more and more on the schools and less and 
less on the parents. That being the case, the schools must 
be equipped and staffed for their work. And they are not.

Fifteen million, four hundred 
thousand people work in manu- 
facturing industries, 8,000,000 in 
agriculture, 5,400,000 in the Gov- 
ernment, 4,000,000 in transporta- 
tion—but all of them together 
don’t add up to the Housewife 
Industry of 34,000,000. The apron 
brigade contributes 34 billion dol- 
lars worth of work a year to the 
country. 

Yet this modern pressure to get 
out of the home and compete with 
men runs against some of wom- 
en’s deepest natural instincts and 
inclinations. A test shows that 
eight out of 10 women, if they 
could do cxactly as they pleased, 
would rather make homes than go 
to work. But social pressure and 
the desire for more clothes and 
cars than their neighbors have 
has been sending thousands of 
wives into offices and factories. 

Here’s the kind of high-falutin’ 
remark that today’s housewife en- 
counters—this, by a woman offi- 
cial of a State Board for Higher 
Education: “For women to marry, 
settle down and have families 
constitutes withdrawal from the 
creative arena.” 

What a lot of cornmeal! What 
arena could be more creative than 
the home, with its challenging job 
of molding good citizens? When 
an age does not accept the big 
thing women have to offer— 
homemaking—many children, to- 
morrow’s citizens, become reject- 
ed, hostile, discontented, neurotic. 
Most of the world’s misfits in- 
cluding the populations of our 
prisons and reformatories—are 
products of their childhood homes. 
When you see a great or good 
man or woman, you see behind 
him or her a successful mother. 
Homemaking woman—industrial, 
America’s biggest industry—is still 
its most important one.

Add 
one-half cup raisins, plumped, one 
tablespoon finely shredded tender 
celery leaves, and salt to season.

Com- 
bine the two mixtures, toss lightly, 
cover and chill. Serve on lettuce 
leaves. Sprinkle with four rad- 
ishes, thinly slivered, and one 
tablespoon. green pepper, finely 
shredded, generously over the top.
